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Sadat Defies 
Arab Pressure 


CAIRO, Eg y p t (AP) — President 
Anwar Sadat has defied Arab p ressu re 
to abandon his p eace ov ertu res to 
Israel and brok en relations with the 
fiv e nations that met in Trip oli to 
condemn him. 


Fou r of the fiv e so-called hardliners 
— Sy ria, Liby a, Alg eria and Sou th 
Yemen — ag reed in Trip oli Monday to 
“freeze” relations with Eg y p t and 
form a “confrontation front" ag ainst 
Sadat. Bu t the Eg y p tian p resident took 
a harder line than they did and brok e 
relations. 


The break also ex tended to Iraq , 
which attended the Trip oli su mmit bu t 
refu sed to sig n the final declaration 
becau se it wanted tou g her action 
ag ainst Eg y p t. 
Ask ed 
abou t 
the 
Palestine 
liberation Org anization, which also 
sig ned the Trip oli Declaration, a 
sp ok esman for the Eg y p tian Foreig n 
Ministry rep lied: “The PLX) is not a 
cou ntry .” Bu t the Eg y p tian g ov ern­ 


ment ex p elled three top Palestinian 
officials in Cairo and closed the Voice 
of Palestine radio station after the 
Palestinians called 
for 
S adat’s 
ov erthrow becau se of his trip to 
Jeru salem. 


Sadat’s determination to p u rsu e 
p eace with Israel alone if the other 
Arab nations won’t join him has 
resu lted in the most seriou s sp lit in the 
Arab world in y ears. Bu t break s in 
relations between Arab cou ntries are 
nothing new and u su ally are healed 
ev entu ally . 


The sp lit div ides the Arab world into 
fou r main factions: 
—Eg y p t, g oing all ou t for p eace with 
the su p p ort of Su dan and Morocco; 
—Sy ria, Uby a and Alg eria, con­ 
demning Sadat bu t restrained by Sy ria 
becau se only Eg y p t can help it g et the 
Golan Heig hts back from Israel; 
—Iraq , isolated by its comp lete 
intransig ence toward Israel and its 
hatred of Sy ria; 


—Sau di Arabia and Jordan, sitting 
on the sidelines, waiting for Eg y p t and 
Sy ria to work thing s ou t. 
Meanwhile, Secretary of State Cy ru s 
R. Vance p rep ared for another swing 
arou nd the Middle East to u rg e the 
Arabs to “k eep an op en mind” toward 
Eg y p t’s neg otiations with Israel and to 
u nderline U.S. 
su p p ort for the 
Eg y p tian-Israeli meeting in Cairo in 
mid-December. 
Vance will v isit liebanon, Jordan, 
Sau di Arabia, Eg y p t and Israel and is 
try ing to arrang e a v isit to Sy ria. 
Israeli Prime Minister Menahem 
Beg in, v isiting in I/>ndon, said Israel 
welcomes Vance’s coming v isit and 
hop es he will be able to conv ince the 
Arabs of Israel’s efforts to achiev e 
p eace. 
He said Israel does not “rejoice” 
ov er Eg y p t break ing relations with the 
more u ny ielding Arab states “becau se 
we 
want a comp rehensiv e p eace 
settlement with all ou r Arab neig h­ 
bors.”

In a rep ort Monday , the National 
Cancer Institu te said dap sone has been 
fou nd to p rodu ce cancer in male 
laboratory rats. 
Cancer ex p erts said the test resu lts 
don’t p rov e that dap sone cau ses 
cancer in hu mans, bu t do ju stify

Dav id Gard­ 
ner, added that officials didn’t “hav e 
the fog g iest idea” how many troop s 
took dap sone and to find ou t wou ld tak e 
months of intensiv e research. The 
Army u sed the dru g only in Vietnam he 
added. 
Dr. Robert Jacobson, chief of 
medicine at the U.S. Pu blic Health 
Serv ice Hosp ital in Carv iile, La., the 
only institu tion in the nation that ex ­ 
clu siv ely treats lep ers, said p rev iou s 
stu dies indicated dap sone mig ht be a 
mild carcinog en, or cancer-cau sing 
ag ent. 


“Dap sone is the p arent chemical of 
su lfone dru g s, which are still the No. 1

Man Blinded 
When Shot 
By Hoodlums 


CHICAGO (AP) — He can’t see the 
walls of his hosp ital room, bu t Jose 
Osorio sees clearly in his mind’s ey e 
the two y ou ths who abdu cted him and 
robbed him of $90, his car — and his 
sig ht. 
One week ag o, Osorio was left for 
dead in a snowy North Side Chicag o 
alley . 
“I told them I had three babies and 
to let me g o,” Osorio, a 43-y ear-old 
welder, said Monday . 
He said he beg g ed the y ou ths: 
“You ’v e g ot my money . You ’v e g ot my 
car. ... Why don’t y ou let me g o?” 
Instead of freeing him, the two 
y ou ths — one holding a g u n — told him 
to lie face down in the snow. 
"I heard a p op ,” Osorio said, and 
then he felt the bu llet slam into his 
sk u ll. The p air drov e off in his car. 
“I g rabbed a fence and walk ed u p to 
a hou se that I k new was nearby and 
ask ed for help ,” Osorio said. “Fiv e 
minu tes later, the p olice came.” 
At the hosp ital, doctors discov ered 
that the bu llet had sliced throu g h the 
op tic nerv e in both ey es. He will nev er 
see ag ain. 
Police hav e arrested Hector Torres, 
19, and a 15-y ear-old y ou th, both of 
Chicag o, in connection with the 
shooting . They hav e been charg ed with 
armed robbery and attemp ted mu r­ 
der. Police believ e that a .32-caliber 
p istol fou nd in Torres’ p ossession may 
be the one u sed in the shooting . 
Osorio said two y ou ths ju mp ed him 
as he was g etting into his car on the 
North Side after v isiting his three 
dau g hters, who liv e with his ex -wife. 
They p u shed him into the au to, 
g rabbed his k ey s and drov e off, with 
one sitting in the back seat, holding a 
g u n on him. After they took his money , 
he said, they headed into the alley .

Virtu ally all mines were closed in 
West Virg inia, Ohio, Virg inia, Indiana 
and Illinois. All u nion mines, em­ 
p loy ing abou t 22,000 miners, were 
closed in Kentu ck y . 
UMW mines in sou thwestern Penn­ 
sy lv ania, which emp loy abou t 30,000 
miners, all shu t down. Eastern Penn­ 
sy lv ania mines are also UMW bu t 
u nder come another contract and were 
not ex p ected to strik e. 
Only two Tennessee mines are 
rep resented by the UMW, and they 
were ex p ected to strik e today as well. 
Union p resident Arnold Miller called 
the strik e, althou g h he said it “will 
bring hardship s and hu man trag edy ” 
to the miners. The u nion maintains no 
strik e fu nd, and medical, retirement 
and death benefits for v irtu ally all the 
u nion’s 27 7 ,000 activ e and retired 
members stop p ed with the coal. 
Some u nion miners said they wou ld 
p ick et non-u nion sites to try to stop 
mining there. Virg inia and Kentu ck y 
hav e su bstantial non-u nion mining . 
Orie Hu nt, p resident of a u nion local 
in eastern Kentu ck y ’s Pik e Cou nty , 
said miners there p lan to shu t down all 
non-u nion mines in the area. “There’s 
a lot of them and they k now it’s 
coming ,” Hu nt said. 


Another eastern

local 
u nion officer, Billy Bartley , said local 
members wou ld p robably meet today 
or Wednesday to decide whether to 
p ick et nonu nion mines. 
Priv ately , Miller has said he 
foresees a strik e of three months, and 
sou rces say the coal indu stry is 
p rep ared to accep t a work stop p ag e of 
at least a month. 
Indu stry officials say u tility p lants 
and steel mills hav e laid in coal stock ­ 
p iles larg e enou g h to last sev eral 
week s, and g ov ernment officials hav e 
indicated a strik e wou ld not be the 
national p roblem it has been in y ears 
p ast. 
In the West, indiv idu al contract 
neg otiations hav e been u nder way 
between sev eral comp anies and the 
UMW. In Wy oming , where there are 
three UMW locals, no strik e was 
p lanned. Two of the locals hav e 
already come to terms with their 
comp anies, and the third was to v ote 
today on a new contract p rop osal with 
Kem m erer Coal Co. That u nion 
rep resents 435 miners, who will strik e 
at 11:59 p .m. today if the ratification 
v ote fails.

Burn Victim Back In School 


EL CAJON, Calif. (AP) - Wearing a 
mask that conceals hideou s bu rn 
scars, 12-y ear-old Keith Hu lin is back 
in school, 10 months after a near-fatal 
g asoline ex p losion. 
Some thing s hav en’t chang ed. Keith 
is back to riding his bicy cle and 
p racticing trick s on his sk ateboard. 


“ K eith’s 
p ersonality 
hasn’t 
chang ed,” said his mother, Max ine 
Hu lin. “ He’s still a daredev il, ju st lik e 
before * * 
Bu t other thing s are startling ly 
different. Keith sits in the classroom 
wearing a sp ecial ny lon stretch su it 
that p rev ents his sk in g rafts from 
sag g ing and a helmet-lik e mask which 
cov ers a soft p lastic shield molded to 
the contou rs of his face. 
Before Keith joined his six th g rade 
class at Tiera del Sol Ju nior Hig h 
School, the school staff and doctors 
took sp ecial care to p rep are the other 
children in order to p rev ent tau nting 
remark s. 
Keith, they 
ex p lained to 
his 
classmates, had been bu rned in a 
g asoline ex p losion Feb. 18. He had 
been in hosp itals for six months u n­ 
derg oing sk in g rafts. They tried to g et 
the stu dents to u nderstand Keith’s 


feeling s and to realize how insu lts and 
ridicu le cou ld hu rt him. 
When Keith took off the mask for 
airing and rev ealed the disfig u ring 
scars, they encou rag ed his classmates 
to ask q u estions instead of whisp ering 
among themselv es. 
“ Ap p arently 
it 
work ed 
really 
beau tifu lly . He’s been v ery well 
receiv ed,” said Dr. Sau l Amerling , the 
school p sy cholog ist. 
“We’v e been friends since we were 5 
or 6 y ears old,” say s Kev in Op heim, 
who sits by Keith in school. “W'hen the 
accident hap p ened I was think ing , ’I 
su re don’t want to lose him.’ He’s still 
one of my best friends.” 
On that Febru ary day , Keith tried to 
lig ht a fire in an u nderg rou nd fort with 
g asoline. It ex p loded. Keith ran ou t­ 
side and scaled a fiv e-foot fence to fall 
into a p u ddle of water, dou sing the 
flames env elop ing his body . 
He su ffered third deg ree bu ms ov er 
85 p ercent of his body . Doctors g av e 
him v irtu ally no chance to liv e. 
“There’s no way I can describe what 
he look ed lik e," Mrs. Hu lin said, “and 
1 cou ldn’t cry in front of him. Keith had 
talk ed u p a storm all the way ” to the 
hosp ital in the ambu lance. 
I^st Ap ril, Keith was transferred to 
the Shrine Bu rn Center in Galv eston, 
Tex as. He retu rned home Au g . 23 after 
months of p ain, baths to remov e dead 
sk in, more op erations, more p ain. 
He mu st retu rn to Galv eston ev ery 
three months for check u p s. And he 
faces other op erations in which p lastic 
su rg eons will work to reconstru ct his 
bu rned body , something he is resisting 
becau se he doesn’t want to be hu rt any 
more.

O h io Cash G rain

Howling 
winds drov e a sev ere 
Midwestern storm into the East, 
dumping up to 15 inches of snow and 
causing at least nine deaths in a sweep 
ov er three states. 
Fiv e deaths attributed to the storm 
were reported Monday — one in New 
York, two in Pennsy lv ania and two in 
Ohio. Most were heart attack v ictims 
shov eling snow or those caught in 
traffic accidents on slick roads. 
Buffalo International Airport in New 
York was closed because of the storm. 
The snow line ex tended from nor­ 
thern Michigan through northern 
Pennsy lv ania and into northwestern 
New York and New England. An ad­ 
ditional three or four inches of snow 
was ex pected today in many areas. 
Six to sev en inches of snow was 
common from St. Ix juis across Illinois, 
Indiana and into Ohio. 
Maine, Vermont and New Hamp­ 
shire had up to six inches by early 
today with more in the northern sec­ 
tions of those states.

In Ohio, the 53,000-pupil Toledo 
school district was closed today for the 
second consecutiv e day because of 
snow.

Traffic problems in Clev eland were 
compounded late Monday when the 
snow changed to rain and then back to 
snow. 


The early winter weather may hav e 
been more welcome to thousands of 
weekend skiers stranded in the 
Colorado mountains where snow 
drifted more than two feet high and 
blocked roads.

NEW YORK (AP) - A teenager 
roared with laughter after J umping 
from a car he had just driv en along a 
42nd Street sidewalk near Times 
Square, killing one pedestrian and 
injuring 12 others, police said 
The careening auto, stolen Monday 
at gunpoint from a honey mooning 
Vermont couple, knocked v ictims into 
the air, the street and doorway s before 
shearing off a fire hy drant outside a 
Kentucky Fried Chicken restaurant 
and stopping just west of Sev enth 
Av enue. 
Witnesses said the driv er, 19 -y ear- 
old Harv ey Collins of Manhattan, was 
set upon by an angry crowd before 
being rescued by police. 
He was charged with v ehicular 
homicide, leav ing the scene of an 
accident, auto theft and armed rob­ 
bery . 
"I just lost control of the car,” police 
quoted Collins as say ing. 
At least six ambulances rushed the 
injured to Bellev ue, St. Clare’s and 
Roosev elt hospitals. 
Police said an unidentified y oung 
woman was in critical condition at 
Bellev ue Hospital, but other v ictims 
were not seriously injured. 
The dead man was identified as R.A. 
Whitmore, 72, who liv ed at the nearby 
Hotel National on Sev enth Av enue. 
"I couldn't believ e what I was 
seeing," said Dennis Cav anaugh, a 
New York Univ ersity law student who 
had just emerged from a subway at 
Eighth Av enue and 42nd Street.

HARTFORD, Conn. (AP) — First, 
allocate $1 million to help welfare 
mothers clothe their children for the 
winter. 
Second, set rules that distribute the 
money on a first come, first serv ed 
basis, assuring grants for fewer than 
half the 9 3,000 welfare children in the 
state. 
You get one big scramble to be at the 
head of the line. 
On the first day for applications 
Monday , thousands of welfare mothers 
stood for hours in the cold and snow to 
apply for the $25-per-ehild emergency 
clothing checks at welfare offices 
around the state. 


Sev eral people fainted in the cold or 
when crowds surged forward and 
jammed the doors, try ing to get inside 
to file applications. Six were taken to 
the hospital in Hartford and at least 
fiv e were injured in New Hav en, where 
a window also was broken. 
“ It certainly could hav e been better 
organized than this," said Hartford 
Deputy Police Chief Neil Sulliv an as he 
surv ey ed the milling crowd on the 
cordoned-off street. 


Roberta Ly nch of West Hartford 
pointed to her 4-y ear-old daughter, 
Selena, and said: “ She’s been cry ing 
for the past two hours." Ms. Ly nch 
said that after standing in line more 
than four hours, she was still 50 feet 
from the door. 
I^st month a legislativ e committee 
approv ed rules proposed by the Social 
Serv ices Department to put the 
General Assembly program into ef­ 
fect. At first, the suggestion was for $15 
grants. More families would hav e been 
helped, but some welfare groups said 
$15 would not do much good. 
So the department increased the 
grants to $25 per child, knowing that 
more than half the children would lose 
out.

Officials in Van Wert said Nora 
Tickles, 77, died of an apparent heart 
attack Monday while shov eling the 
sidewalk in front of her home. 
In Putnam County , Herman Beck­ 
man, 6 4, of Miller City drowned when 
the car he was attempting to get out of 
a snow drift skidded into a pond near 
histrome. 
Lorain authorities said the cold and 
snowy weather apparently was in­ 
directly responsible for the death of 
Frank Harris, 51, who was found in his 
burned-out car Monday morning. 
They said the Ely ria man got to work 
early at the Thew Shov el Co. and 
apparently stay ed in his car in a 
parking lot with the motor running to 
keep warm. 
Authorities said he may hav e lost 
consciousness. The car ov erheated and 
burst into flames, and firemen found 
Harris’ body after putting out the fire. 
Northern Ohioans from Gev eland to 
Toledo were digging themselv es out of 
snow accumulations ranging from 
about six inches in eastern sections to 
more than 10 inches in the northwest. 
Rain pelted central and southern 
counties and froze in some sections 
during the night making driv ing 
hazardous.

The Indians who had no written 
lang u ag e and at the time of the g reat 
wars had g enerally sp eaking , no 
formal edu cation, were indeed a 
p rofou ndly eloqu ent p eop le.

Red Clou d, the 
Siou x chief when asked to describe the 
p hilosop hy of the white man, ad­ 
monished his listeners to lock u p all 
their belong ing s first, then g o down the 
road to their neig hbors, g ather u p their 
p ossessions and lock those u p too! 
Chief Josep h, the master strateg ist 
who ou twitted the army for many 
months g av e the imp ressiv e sp eech as 
he finally su bmitted which stated, 
“Hear me, My Chiefs, my heart is sick 
and sad. From where the su n now 
stands, I will fig ht no more, forev er.” 
On an earlier occasion a leng thy 
sp eech of Josep h contained the simp le 
bu t p rofou nd words, “We can only ask 
an ev en chance to liv e as other men 
liv e. We ask to be recog nized as men.” 
A leng thy sp eech by Black Thu nder 
a Fox chief was made (as was the case 
with many ) as a resu lt of accu sations 
by the army of bu reau crats from 
Washing ton. With a mov ing p iece of 


oratory he p leaded for friendship . 
Crazy Horse, the g reat Siou x 
warrior, bay onetted by soldiers after 
he had su rrendered, sent for the Indian 
ag ent and in a thou g ht p rov oking talk 
told him he did not blame him for his 
misfortu ne. Inclu ded in his sp eech was 
the following , “We p referred ou r own 
way of liv ing . We were no ex p ense to 
the g ov ernment. All we wanted was 
p eace and to be lei alone.”

I once had an u lcer of the stomach. I 
recov ered comp letely at 35. Now, at 60, 
I hav e an u lcer of my leg . Is there any 
connection between the two u lcers? 
Cou ld it be that I hav e an u lcer ten­ 
dency ? 
Mr. S.R.B. Wash. 
Dear Mr. B.: 
There is no relationship between the 
two. What cau sed one u lcer did not 
cau se the other. 
An u lcer is a break in the su rface of 
the skin or the mu cou s membrane that 
lines the mou th or any p art of the in­ 
testinal tract. Ulcers can also occu r on 
the cornea of the ey e or on the leg . 
When an u lcer occu rs any where, it 
forms a crater. The u nderly ing tissu e 
then becomes ex p osed, inflamed, and 
su scep tible to infection. 
Ulcers of the leg s may be du e to 
v aricose v eins, circu latory p roblems, 
arteriosclerosis or inju ry . 
Phlebitis (inflammation of the v eins 
of the leg s) can p rolong the healing 
time for u lcers of the leg s. Patients 
with neu rolog ical conditions and 
diabetes are frequ ent candidates for 
u lcers of the leg s. 
It is for this reason that ex tensiv e 
care mu st be g iv en to an u lcer on the 
leg or foot. A condition, Bu erg er’s 
disease, is a sp ecial ty p e of circu latory 
disorder. There is a known relation­ 
ship between tobacco and Bu erg er’s 
disease, and the u lcers that can resu lt 
from it. 
Any u lcer or break in the skin mu st 
be treated early in order to p rev ent 
infection and comp lication. The 
elderly mu st learn to keep their feet 
scru p u lou sly clean. The feet shou ld be 
dried thorou g hly and p owdered often, 
to p rev ent friction and irritation.

Department of Agriculture study 
based on surveys conducted by 
Supermarketing, a trade publication, 
in 1965 and 1975. 
The USDA looked at what happens to 
every $100 you spend on food. Here’s 
how the 1975 breakdown worked out. 
—Fresh, unprocessed foods (milk, 
cream, meat, poultry, seafood, nuts, 
eggs, vegetables and fruit): $45.75. 
—Mixes and mixtures, described as 
ready-to-eat or ready-to-heat . $19.98. 
-Foods like bacon, macaroni 
products and oils that are cured, 


frozen, canned, dried or only slightly 
refined: $17.31. 
-Modified products with sugar or 
some other minor ingredient added: 
$9.27. 
—Accessories like coffee, tea, cocoa, 
soft drinks and condiments: $7.69 
When the figures were compared 
with 1965 statistics, the USDA found 
that the percentage of money spent on 
the first three categories — fresh 
foods, mixes and mixtures and frozen, 
canned, cured, etc. products — had 
decreased slightly over the decade. 
Spending for accessories increased 
slightly. 
The big increase came in the 
category of items like frankfurters, 
peanut butter and process cheese 
which are described the government 
as “ modified.” The share of the food 
dollar taken by these items increased 
11 percent from 1965 to 1975. 
Ohio Stu den ts In tellectu al 


Equ als O f Their Predecessors 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Ohio 
youngsters enrolling in colleges and 
universities are the intellectual equals 
of their predecessors in the early 1970s 
and score well above the national 
average in aptitude for higher 
education. 


That encouraging note was reported 
recently to the legislature’s Education 
Review Committee by Dr. Frank 
Walter, state superintendent for public 
instruction. Walter cited 1976-77 scores 
on the American College Testing 
Program (A C T), taken by most 
college entrants, on which Ohio kids 
tallied 19.1, compared to an 18.0 
national average. 


“ Ohio has consistently been above 
the national average and the 1976-77 
scores were higher than in 1975-76,’ 
Walter said. 


On the Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(SAT), Ohioans have scored at a 
relatively constant rate on the verbal 
portion, while the national scores have 
declined. 
The 
Ohio 
college-age 
youngster did better on the test than 
his younger brother or sister in 1972-73. 


“ Perhaps the best news is in the 
math scores on the SAT,” Walter said. 
“ The 1976-77 level of 506 is virtually the 
same as that of nearly a decade ago.” 


Even more significant, he said, was 
the sharp rise in Ohio math scores 
since 1971-72, again in the face of a 
national decline. 
“ Both the ACT and the SAT are 
considered accurate predictors of 
college v success,” 
W alter 
said. 
“ Youngsters who score as well as the 
average Ohio student should be able to 
function effectively in a college setting 
designed to continue the educational 


^ Fine, you say, but what about all that 
talk of ‘the need to get back to the 
basics in public schools; the almost 
legendary “ three Rs.” 
Walter readily concedes that “ ef­ 
forts still need to be taken to assure 
that all youngsters who graduate from 
the public schools have basic reading, 
writing, computing and thinking 
skills.” 
He has appointed a Department of 
Education task force to help develop 


recommendations on 
“ minimum 
competency programs,” in com­ 
pliance with recently-enacted state 
legislation. 
“ Our efforts are not to place blame, 
but to build bridges upon which im 
provement 
in 
the 
educational 
processes and achievement level of 
students can be based,” he said. 
Tentative recommendations call for 
multiple measures of performance, 
rather than a single competency test 
and acquisition of basic skills through 
a “ total school experience,” rather 
than a flat graduation requirement for 
high school seniors. 
The state task force also wants 
adjustments in the teaching of pupils 
who do not meet minimums, instead of 
“ simply sorting out those who ‘can and 
those ‘who cannot.’” 
There is no present requirement for 
minimum competency testing, but 
interest in the issue in the general 
assembly led to legislation requiring 
development of such a program for 
study by the state board of education 
by next July 1. 


A look at individual items within the 
five categories showed some sharp 
changes. The amount of the food dollar 
going to presweetened cocoa increased 
120 percent from 1965 to 1975; the share 
taken by process cheese — a blend that 
may 
include 
some

same period.

vegetables (not counting potatoes). 


Items that lost ground over the 
decade included condensed milk, lard, 
fresh cream, butter, evaporated milk, 
commeal, dry beans and peas, ready- 
to-eat sweet bakery goods, eggs, fresh 
potatoes, canned pork and beans, flour 
and ice cream.

Weiser of the USDA’s economic 
research service that consumers spent 
$172.3 billion to U.S., farm-produced 
foods in 1976. This includes foods 
purchased for use at home and those 
bought away from home. It does not 
include imports like coffee or nonfarm 
items like seafood.

Probably no 
evangelist is better Known throughout 
the nation and throughout the world 
than the Rev. BUly Graham, friend of 
presidents and minister to millions. 
Here, in the second of a five-part 
series, is a look at the Graham 
organization.

MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — It is 8 :15 
a.m., inside a two-block cluster of 
brick buildings on the edge of down­ 
town. Fifteen women pray at their 
desks. 
From a folder with a picture of 
praying hands on the cover, they are 
given letters - letters from a family 
whose mother is in surgery, from a 
couple having marital problems. 
For the next quarter of an hour, the 
women pray: for the mother, for the 
couple and, perhaps, for their em­ 
ployer, Billy Graham. 
Their devotions over, the women 
begin to open envelopes. Thousands of 
them arrive each day. Many ad­ 
dressed simply: 
Billy Graham, 
Minneapolis. A third of the letters ask 
for help or a prayer. Neafly all contain 
money. 
A recent batch of 30 letters shown to 
a visitor contained $149 — about $5 
apiece. The average donation is close 
to $10. 
I^ast year, the non-profit, taxexempt 
Billy 
Graham 
Evangelistic 
Association received $26.9 million in 
gifts. Total income of $28 .7 million also 
included $1.4 million from estates and 
$359,000 in interest and other income. 
But it was largely the flood of small 
donations that paid to spread 
Graham’s — he would say Christ’s — 
message to convince thousands to 
become Christians, and once in the 
fold, to remain there. 
Broadcasting is a key element in the 
Graham ministry. 
The BGEA spent $27.7 million in 
1976. Of this, $8 .8 million, or 32 percent, 
went for production and time on radio 
and TV. The “Hour of Decision’’ 
weekly 30-minute radio show is heard 
on 900 stations and three or four 
televised crusades are aired on 310 
stations each year. 
BEGA was set up because Graham 
decided to take his ministry on the air, 
a $25,000 venture for 13 weeks on the

“We didn’t know what to expect,” 
said George Wilson, BGEA executive 
president who has managed the non­ 
profit corporation from the beginning. 
Wilson drew up papers for a cor­ 
poration: “To transmit the Gospel of 
the Lord Jesus Christ by radio and 
television... by tracts, books and other 
publications ... by any and all other 
means.” He hired a secretary, rented 
a small office and waited for the 
mailman. 
More than 4,000 letters arrived that 
first month. The donations in the 
letters kept Graham on the air. 
In the next 27 years the corporation 
expanded into television, books, 
magazines and films. It now employs 
500 people around the world. 
According to a balance sheet filed 
with 
the 
Minnesota 
Securities 
Division, BGEA last year spent $10.4 
million, or 38 per cent of its budget, on 
“evangelism ministries.” Of that $5.6 
million went for mail handling, 
literature and crusades by eight 
associate evangelists. (Graham’s 11 
crusades a year are self-supporting.) 
Some $3.6 million of the “ministries" 
budget went to the World Evangelism 
and Christian 
Education Fund, 
basically a building fund established 
seven years ago. With cash assets of 
$23 million, this fund has already 
transferred $7 million to Graham’s 
alma 
mater, 
Wheaton 
College, 
Wheaton, 111. for a Graham Center for 
Communications. Another $8 million is 
earmarked for the graduate school to 
teach evangelists how to use modem 
mass media. The fund also owns 1,000 
acres of land near Ashville, N.C. which 
might be used for a laymen’s retreat 
center. 
Of the rest of the “ministries” 
budget, $942,000 went to Wheaton 
College, $209,000 to other religious 
organizations and almost $21,000 to 
other afffiliates. 
The BGEA balance sheet also 
shows: $2.5 million for foreign 
crusades and world emergencies, $2.8 
million for Decision magazine, $1.4 
million for administration and $1.5 
million for postage. 
The association mails 100 million to 
125 million pieces of mail a year, in­ 
cluding 25 million appeals for funds. 
Decision magazine is mailed to four 
million people each month. 
Graham’s salary of $39,500, is listed 
in a $248 ,000 item for officer and 
director salaries. 
A board of 26 businessmen, finan­ 
ciers, clergymen and lawyers guides 
BGEA. An executive committee, 
which meets every six weeks, keeps 
tabs on the budget. It is chaired by 
Allan Emery Jr., a director of Ser­ 
viceMaster Industries, Boston. Its 
treasurer is Robert Van Kampen who 
is a banking consultant in Santa 
Barbara, Calif. 
Associates say Graham, who carries 
the title of president, keeps in touch 


with the operation in Minneapolis. But 
Graham himself said at a news con­ 
ference that the board “handles the 
secular affairs and I give myself to 
preaching and writing. I don’t come to 
Minneapolis often, it’s so efficiently 
run.” 
Wilson, the man who runs the 
operation, is a 63-year-old former 
printer and Baptist preacher who also 
once owned a bookstore selling 
Christian works. 
As he guides a visitor through the 
BGEA headquarters, Wilson shows 
pride in his efficiences, in patented 
mailroom machines that keep U.S. 
Postal Service semitrucks busy at 
loading docks, or in a computer that 
maintains a mailing list of seven 
million names and a record of their 
donations and purchases. A squad of 
housewives is kept busy typing 50,000 
address changes a month. About 4,000 
names must be deleted each month 
after donors die. 
Four or five times each year, five 
million people on the "active” mailing 
list receive a plea for money, signed by 
Graham, 
“ We’re a spiritual organization 
trying to reach people with all the 
modem means of communication,” 
said Wilson. “The fact that it takes 
money to do it is really a necessary 
item. The purpose is to reach as many 
people in as short of time as possible.” 
Some make contact with Graham in 
person. At a recent Cincinnati crusade, 
which drew 160,572 people over 10 
days, 7,075 persons came foward when 
Graham invited them to accept Christ, 
to be bom again. 
Each of the 7,075 was met by a 
counselor, who gave the “ inquirer” the 
Book of John and a bible quiz. The 
counselor contacted the inquirer in a 
day, again in three days, and referred 
him to a church near his home. The 
inquirer also got a year’s subscription 
to Decision. 
The completed Bible quiz, mailed to 
Minneapolis, went to the “spiritual 
counseling” 
department, 
which 
weekly handles 16,000 letters requiring 
answers to specific questions. 
Large loose-leaf binders at 10 desks 
contain hundreds of prepared answers 
compatible with Graham s views 
From these form paragraphs, a 
personal letter is dictated and typed. 
“ You read a thousand letters. 
They’ll faU into 30 to 40 categories. So 
we look at them and we try to get 
replies that will take care of these 10 
letters, or these 25 letters. And maybe 
the opening and closing paragraphs 
will be different. But we will use 
similar paragraphs for the main thrust 
of the letter,” said Wilson. 
About 2,000 letters each week need 
special handling and are given to a 


staft of ministers who dictate personal 


reTbe*first official look into BGEA’s 
budget came only recently, after the 
State of Minnesota insisted on a 
balance sheet before approving the 
sale of a charitable annuity plan in 
Minnesota. 
Both Graham and Wilson are 
defensive about the financial questions 
raised m recent months In an Oct. 26 
fund appeal Graham called them 
•Satan's attacks” on his ministries. 
He told reporters: “ I think when 
people give to our association they 
trust that it’s being handled wisely and 
properly and invested for the ad­ 
vancement of the Kingdom of God, 
which all of it is. 
Wilson, explaining the use of form

Both want to become country music 
headliners, to have their names in­ 
cluded with such stars as Johnny Cash, 
Mel Tillis and Marty Robbins. 
They shared the stage Saturday 
night during the 45th anniversary’ show 
of Jamboree U S A . the weekly five- 
hour broadcast on radio station WWVA 
here 
For the 15-yearold Dalton of Central 
(linton. 111 . stardom seems to be 
within 
reach. 
Although 
singing 
professionally for less than four years, 
he already has been a regular on the 
Mel Tillis Show and has appeared on 
the Grand Ole Opry and the Dinah 
Shore Show He’s also been named the 
Most Promising Male Vocalist of the 
Midwest by Country People Magazine. 
For Douglass, a native of Quad City, 
III , now living in Wheeling, the dream 
is something that’s eluded him for 20 
years. 
The chase, he says, has included ‘‘a 
lot of hard times, a lot of good times.” 
Unlike Dalton, who travels with his 
parents, Douglass drives elone to most 
of his appearances. ” 1 used to have a 
t>and," he said, ’but expenses eat you 
up” 
And the road is not always easy. 
“ The bad times are not few and far 
between,” Douglass said. “ I ’ve had 
nights when I didn’t get paid. When 
you went home, you didn’t have rent. 
“ One time, I ate crackers and cheese 
for three days in Miami, Fla.” he said. 
“ I can remember when I couldn't 
make my car payment. I had to take a 
damn bus.” 
At 38. Douglass appears to realize 
that time may be running out He said 
there are thousands like him for every 
one Robbins or Cash. 


*if I could just get that monster 
record, I could do it," he said, more, it 
seemed, to reassure himself than the 
others in the room. 
He knows the odds are against him. 
“ Of the 300,000 records released this 
year, that’s a lot of records to get that 
one." 


At times, the chase becomes a bitter 
one. 
“ Every guy in the business always 
thinks they're better than the next 
guy,” Douglass said, "Here I am, 
bustin' my butt, trying to get a hit 
record and some dude comes out of 
nowher *. They just got there before I 
did " 
Douglass quit singing in 1970 
because of illness. But he could only 
stay away a year. 
“ I rnay have to drive a truck during 
the day, but I ’ll still try to find a club to 
play in on the weekends 
He added, "You don’t care what 


you're getting paid. You just want 
someone to like you You eat it up. 
Money is not the glory. It’s the 
applause when you go out on that 
stage.” 
Douglass said the dream keeps him 
going. But he said he wouldn’t en­ 
courage others to enter the com­ 
petitive field of country music. 
“ There are too many people in the 
business who never make it," he said. 
“ They lose everything they got. They 
have a determination that’s just not 
meant to he." 
Reflecting for a moment, he added, 
“ I wasn’t smart enough to get out 
when times were bad.”

Most troops in Vietnam took a large, 
orange 
m alaria 
pill 
known 
as 
chloroquine once a week. In addition, 
those in the test areas also took daily a 
small white pill, which contained 
dapsone. 


The Army spokesman said that prior 
to its use in Vietnam, the drug was 
approved as an investigational new 
drug 
by 
the 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Administration. This means the FDA 
approves it for experimental treat­ 
ment for a specific disease under 
controlled conditions. 


Wayne Pines, an FDA spokesman, 
said the only approved use of dapsone 
in the United States is in leprosy 
treatment. 
The development of dapsone in the 
early 1940s revolutionized treatment of 
the infectious, disfiguring and in­ 
curable disease by allowing victims to 
lead almost normal lives without being 
segregated for life in colonies.

Musial Alm ost Blew Career 


CLEARWATER BEACH, Fla. (AP) 
— The wav e of $2 and $3 million con­ 
trac ts for baseball’s free agents 
strikes an ironic chord in the memory 
bank of Stan “The Man” Mu sial, who 
recalls that he almost blew his career 
ov er a $4,000 salary disp u te. 
“It was in 19 47, my first and only 
holdou t,” the St. I x >u is Cardinals’ Hall 
of Famer said ov er the weekend at one 
of his three lu x u ry hotels where he was 
hosting the nation’s top men and 
women golfers in the Mix ed Team 
Champ ionship . 
“The y ear before I was making 
$13,500 bu t owner Sam Breadon gav e 
me a $5,000 raise in Ju ly — I hit .36 5 
that y ear when he won the p ennant and 
beat the Boston Red Sox in the World 
Series. So when the nex t season came 
arou nd I decided I ou ght to get a hike. 
“ I asked for $35,000. You wou ld hav e 
thou ght I hit Breadon across the head 
with a baseball bat. He was a tou gh 
bargainer. He offered me $21,000. 
“He said that was a $7,500 raise. I 
said it was only $2,500 becau se he 
wasn’t cou nting the $5,000 raise he 
gav e me in midseason. We haggled for 
a month ov er it. I argu ed that gu y s like 
Joe DiMaggio and Ted Williams were 
getting $30,000 and $40,000. 
“ Finally , Eddie Dy er, ou r manager, 
step p ed in. He asked wou ld I com­ 
p romise for $31,000. I was tired of 
argu ing. I wanted to p lay ball. So 1 
said, 'Okay .” ’ 
Mu sial went on to p lay 22 y ears for 
the Cards, leading the National Leagu e 
in hitting sev en times and three times 
being v oted the NL’s Most Valu able 
Play er. He was the first NLer to earn 
$100,000. He finished with a career 
batting av erage of .331. 
“It staggers me to think of what 
DiMaggio, Williams, Bobby Feller, 
Dizzy Dean, Warren Sp ahn and Sandy 
Kou fax might command on today ’s 
market,” he mu sed. “Dou ble or three 
times what the gu y s are getting 
today .” 
“ May be $10 m illion?” someone 
su ggested. 
“Why not?” Mu sial rep lied. 
Su ccessfu l hotel owner — his other 
establishments are in St. Lou is and 


Miami — and now a v ice p resident in 
the Cardinal organization, Stan the 
Man can look at baseball’s su dden 
salary boom from both angles. 
“You know, Cu rt Flood was with u s 
when he started challenging the 
reserv e clau se almost 10 y ears ago," 
the lean and y ou ngish 57 -y ear-old p ride 
of Donora, Pa., said. “He was before 
his time. Baseball was sacred — like 
mother and ap p le p ie. 
“Then the game started ex p anding. 
They bu ilt big, fancy stadiu ms seating 
6 0 000. Telev ision p ou red in millions. It 
was only natu ral that p lay ers wou ld 
demand their share.” 
Mu sial su ggested that baseball 
p erhap s cou ld hav e av oided the sharp 
backswing of the p endu lu m if it had 
made gradu al concessions to the 
p lay ers bou nd by the now-shattered 
reserv e clau se. 
“I think agents serv e a worthwhile 


p u rp ose,” he said. “ I nev er had an 
agent. Fred Corcoran handled en­ 
dorsements and inv estments for me 
ju st as he did for Williams and Sam 
Snead bu t I did all 
my salary 
negotiations — head to head. 
“ Most ball p lay ers are not eq u ip p ed 
— esp ecially in today ’s big money 
market — to do this. They ’re not 
bu siness men. They can’t p rotect their 
interests. With an agent, they can 
av oid a lot of animosity that tu rns u p in 
salary talks.” 
Mu sial attribu tes today ’s dearth of 
great hitters su ch as DiMaggio and 
Williams — he modestly omits himself 
— to the changing face of the game. 
“There u sed to be 200 regu lar p lay ers 
— now there are 400,” he adds. “They 
are force fed into the majors. They 
don’t battle their way u p throu gh the 
minors the way we did. They can’t hit. 
They hav en’t learned to go with the 
p itch and hit to the op p osite field.” 
“If I got a slider ou tside, I hit to the 
op p osite field. An inside ball, I p u lled it 
to right. For 22 y ears, I av oided hitting 
to center field. Any du nce knows that’s 
not good in golf.

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Sadat Defies 
Arab Pressure 


CAIRO, Egypt (AP) — President 
Anwar Sadat has defied Arab pressure 
to abandon his peace overtures to 
Israel and broken relations with the 
five nations that met in Tripoli to 
condemn him. 


Four of the five so-called hardliners 
— Syria, Libya, Algeria and South 
Yemen — agreed in Tripoli Monday to 
“freeze” relations with Egypt and 
form a “confrontation front” against 
Sadat. But the Egyptian president took 
a harder line than they did and broke 
relations. 


The break also extended to Iraq, 
which attended the Tripoli summit but 
refused to sign the final declaration 
because it wanted tougher action 
against Egypt. 
Asked 
about 
the 
Palestine 
Liberation Organization, which also 
signed the Tripoli Declaration, a 
spokesman for the Egyptian Foreign 
Ministry replied: “The PLO is not a 
country.” But the Egyptian govern­ 


ment expelled three top Palestinian 
officials in Cairo and closed the Voice 
of Palestine radio station after the 
Palestinians called for 
Sadat’s 
overthrow because of his trip to 
Jerusalem. 


Sadat’s determination to pursue 
peace with Israel alone if the other 
Arab nations won’t join him has 
resulted in the most serious split iii the 
Arab world in years. But breaks in 
relations between Arab countries are 
nothing new and usually are healed 
eventually. 


The split divides the Arab world into 
four main factions: 
—Egypt, going all out for peace with 
the support of Sudan and Morocco; 
—Syria, Libya and Algeria, con­ 
demning Sadat but restrained by Syria 
because only Egypt can help it get the 
Golan Heights back from Israel; 
—Iraq, isolated by its complete 
intransigence toward Israel and its 
hatred of Syria; 


—Saudi Arabia and Jordan, sitting 
on the sidelines, waiting for Egypt and 
Syria to work things out. 
Meanwhile, Secretary of State Cyrus 
R. Vance prepared for another swing 
around the Middle East to urge the 
Arabs to “keep an open mind” toward 
Egypt’s negotiations with Israel and to 
underline U.S. 
support for the 
Egyptian-Israeli meeting in Cairo in 
mid-December. 
Vance will visit Lebanon, Jordan, 
Saudi Arabia, Egypt and Israel and is 
trying to arrange a visit to Syria. 
Israeli Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin, visiting in London, said Israel 
welcomes Vance’s coming visit and 
hopes he will be able to convince the 
Arabs of Israel’s efforts to achieve 
peace. 
He said Israel does not “rejoice” 
over Egypt breaking relations with the 
more unyielding Arab states “because 
we want a comprehensive peace 
settlement with all our Arab neigh­ 
bors.”

Production Grinds To Halt

Thousands of miners, particularly 
those in Ohio and West Virginia, got an 
early jump on the strike by not 
showing up for work Monday. 
Virtually all mines were closed in 
West Virginia, Ohio, Virginia, Indiana 
and Illinois. All union mines, em­ 
ploying about 22,000 miners, were 
closed in Kentucky. 
UMW mines in southwestern Penn­ 
sylvania, which employ about 30,000 
miners, all shut down. Eastern Penn­ 
sylvania mines are also UMW but 
under come another contract and were 
not expected to strike. 
Only two Tennessee mines are 
represented by the UMW, and they 
were expected to strike today as well. 
Union president Arnold Miller called 
the strike, although he said it “will 
bring hardships and human tragedy” 
to the miners. The union maintains no 
strike fund, and medical, retirement 
and death benefits for virtually all the 
union’s 277,000 active and retired 
members stopped with the coal. 
Some union miners said they would 
picket non-union sites to try to stop 
mining there. Virginia and Kentucky 
have substantial non-union mining. 
One Hunt, president of a union local 
in eastern Kentucky’s Pike County, 
said miners there plan to shut down all 
non-union mines in the area. “There’s 
a lot of them and they know it’s 
coming,” Hunt said. 


Another eastern Kentucky 
local 
union officer, Billy Bartley, said local 
members would probably meet today 
or Wednesday to decide whether to 
picket nonunion mines. 
Privately, Miller has said he 
foresees a strike of three months, and 
sources say the coal industry is 
prepared to accept a work stoppage of 
at least a month. 
Industry officials say utility plants 
and steel mills have laid in coal stock­ 
piles large enough to last several 
weeks, and government officials have 
indicated a strike would not be the 
national problem it has been in years 
past. 
In the West, individual contract 
negotiations have been under way 
between several companies and the 
UMW. In Wyoming, where there are 
three UMW locals, no strike was 
planned. Two of the locals have 
already come to terms with their 
companies, and the third was to vote 
today on a new contract proposal with 
Kemmerer Coal Co. That union 
represents 435 miners, who will strike 
at 11:59 p.m. today if the ratification 
vote fails.

Dr. Robert Jacobson, chief of 
medicine at the U.S. Public Health 
Service Hospital in Carville, La., the 
only institution in the nation that ex­ 
clusively treats lepers, said previous 
studies indicated dapsone might be a 
mild carcinogen, or cancer-causing 
agent.

Man Blinded 
When Shot 
By Hoodlums 


CHICAGO (AP) — He can’t see the 
walls of his hospital room, but Jose 
Osorio sees clearly in his mind’s eye 
the two youths who abducted him and 
robbed him of $90, his car — and his 
sight. 
One week ago, Osorio was left for 
dead in a snowy North Side Chicago 
alley. 
“I told them I had three babies and 
to let me go,” Osorio, a 43-year-old 
welder, said Monday. 
He said he begged the youths: 
“You’ve got my money. You’ve got my 
car. ... Why don’t you let me go?” 
Instead of freeing him, the two 
youths — one holding a gun — told him 
to lie face down in the snow. 
“I heard a pop,” Osorio said, and 
then he felt the bullet slam into his 
skull. The pair drove off in his car. 
“I grabbed a fence and walked up to 
a house that I knew was nearby and 
asked for help,” Osorio said. “Five 
minutes later, the police came.” 
At the hospital, doctors discovered 
that the bullet had sliced through the 
optic nerve in both eyes. He will never 
see again. 
Police have arrested Hector Torres, 
19, and a 15-year-old youth, both of 
Chicago, in connection with the 
shooting. They have been charged with 
armed robbery and attempted mur­ 
der. Police believe that a .32-caliber 
pistol found in Torres’ possession may 
be the one used in the shooting. 
Osorio said two youths jumped him 
as he was getting into his car on the 
North Side after visiting his three 
daughters, who live with his ex-wife. 
They pushed him into the auto, 
grabbed his keys and drove off, with 
one sitting in the back seat, holding a 
gun on him. After they took his money, 
he said, they headed into the alley. 


feelings and to realize how insults and 
ridicule could hurt him. 


When Keith took off the mask for 
airing and revealed the disfiguring 
scars, they encouraged his classmates 
to ask questions instead of whispering 
among themselves. 
“ Apparently it worked 
really 
beautifully. He’s been very well 
received,” said Dr. Saul Amerling, the 
school psychologist. 
"We’ve been friends since we were 5 
or 6 years old,” says Kevin Opheim, 
who sits by Keith in school. "When the 
accident happened I was thinking, ‘I 
sure don’t want to lose him.’ He’s still 
one of my best friends.” 
On that February day, Keith tried to 
light a fire in an underground fort with 
gasoline. It exploded. Keith ran out­ 
side and scaled a five-foot fence to fall 
into a puddle of water, dousing the 
flames enveloping his body. 
He suffered third degree burns over 
85 percent of his body. Doctors gave 
him virtually no chance to live. 
"There’s no way I can describe what 
he looked like,” Mrs. Hulin said, "and 
I couldn’t cry in front of him. Keith had 
talked up a storm all the way” to the 
hospital in the ambulance. 
I^ast April, Keith was transferred to 
the Shrine Burn Center in Galveston, 
Texas. He returned home Aug. 23 after 
months of pain, baths to remove dead 
skin, more operations, more pain. 
He must return to Galveston every 
three months for checkups. And he 
faces other operations in which plastic 
surgeons will work to reconstruct his 
flumed body, something he is resisting 
because he doesn’t want to be hurt any 
more.

(AP) - Wearing a 
mask that conceals hideous bum 
scars, 12-year-old Keith Hulin is back 
in school, IO months after a near-fatal 
gasoline explosion. 


Some things haven’t changed. Keith 
is back to riding his bicycle and 
practicing tricks on his skateboard.

School Financial Problems 
Continue To Mount In Ohio 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — As school 
financial problems continue to mount 
throughout Ohio, troubled educators 
looked to the General Assembly today 
for some temporary help. 
State senators were scheduled to 
consider special legislation that would 
bail out many school districts, in­ 
cluding the state’s largest in 
Geveland, by allowing them to borrow 
money on next year’s anticipated tax 
revenue. 
The legislative action would come 
just one day after a judge in Cincinnati 
ruled 
that 
Ohio’s 
method 
of 
distributing state funds for education 
is unconstitutional and gave officials 
until July I to find another way. 
Passage of the legislature’s special 
bill would establish a temporary law 
that could help more than IOO finan­ 
cially troubled school districts in Ohio. 
Present law does not allow school 
districts to borrow money they can’t 
pay within the current calendar year. 
Problems in school finances were 
evident in three of Ohio’s largest 
cities: 
—In Cleveland, many public school 
teachers continued their “no work 
until paid” protest for a fourth school 
day while $15.4 million in education 
funds are tied up in a conflict between 
federal district court and the Ohio 
Supreme Court. 
The teacher action forced can­ 
cellation of classes in 39 of the city’s 
176 schools Monday, affecting nearly 
29,000 of the system’s 113,000 students. 
—In Toledo, heavy snows forced 
schools to close for a second day and 
delayed a showdown between school 
administrators and teachers who 
vowed not to work without assurances 
they will be paid. 
The 53,000-students district is under 
a state court order to pay (9 million in 
bank debts before using tax money for 


daily operating expenses. 
Toledo also is faced with the 
possiblity that faulty ballot wording on 
an emergency property tax levy 
proposal may void a 6.1 mill tax in­ 
crease. It was the passage of that 
increase Nov. 8 that allowed schools to 
reopen after an eight-day closure due 
to lack of funds. 
—In Cincinnati, although the school 
board sucessfully challenged the 
constitutionality of Ohio’s school 
financing system, the city’s schools 
still face the same problem that’s 
haunts so many districts — not enough 
money. 
“Our backs were to the wall, and I’m 
not sure this victory will solve our

problems in 1978,” said Henry Kasson, 
school board president in Cincinnati 
where voters have turned down tax 
levies for nine years. 
The state board of education 
promised to appeal the decision of a 
Common Pleas Court judge who ruled 
that the present state financing for­ 
mula violates the Ohio Constitution 
and denies the state’s two million 
school children equal protection under 
the law. 
The judge agreed with the Cincinnati 
school board that the formula, which 
grants districts more money if they 
are able to pass additional levies, 
causes a wide disparity in the amount 
of money districts spend on each child.

Howling winds drove a severe 
Midwestern storm into the East, 
dumping up to 15 inches of snow and 
causing at least nine deaths in a sweep 
over three states. 
Five deaths attributed to the storm 
were reported Monday — one in New 
York, two in Pennsylvania and two in 
Ohio. Most were heart attack victims 
shoveling snow or those caught in 
traffic accidents on slick roads. 
Buffalo International Airport in New 
York was closed because of the storm. 
The snow line extended from nor­ 
thern Michigan through northern 
Pennsylvania and into northwestern 
New York and New England. An ad­ 
ditional three or four inches of snow 
was expected today in many areas. 
Six to seven inches of snow was 
common from St. Louis across Illinois, 
Indiana and into Ohio. 
Maine, Vermont and New Hamp­ 
shire had up to six inches by early 
today with more in the northern sec­ 
tions of those states. 
Western Massachusetts had up to 
two inches of snow and the Boston area 
also had about two inches before the 
snow changed to rain Monday night. 
The Arctic air swirling through the 
northern states today dipped into the 
South, cooling Monday’s record 
temperatures for the date that saw 
parts of Georgia in the high 70s and 
temperatures in the high 90s in 
southern Texas. 
The warm, humid conditions in the 
Southeast spawned tornados and 
severe thunderstorms Monday with 
injuries in Florida-and Tennessee:

Public Utilities Board Meets 


The Circleville Board of Public 
Utilities met in a marathon session 
Monday evening in the Water 
Department offices on West Franklin 
Street. The meeting was called to 
order at 8 p.m. 
Minutes of the previous meeting 
were approved. Two water contracts 
were also discussed. One project, 
listed as Contract 8W, would run a 12 
inch water main from the new elevated 
storage tank at the Coca-Cola plant to 
South Court Street. No action was 
taken on this project. The second 
project is listed as Contract 9W. It 
would install a second water supply 
line to the city from the water plant. 
The Board discussed final phases of 
that contract so that it can be awarded 
Thursday. 
Change orders in the new sewage 
treatment plant were brought to the 
attention of the Board by an engineer 
assigned to the facility. 
No action was taken towards an 
increase in water rates. Sewer rates 
have to be changed to comply with 
federal law, according to Public 
Utilities Director Chuck Taylor. The 
Board will try to change both water 
and sewer rates at once, to save much 
time and expense in the billing 
process. 
The Board also heard from 
engineers from Floyd G. Brown and 
Associates. They are going to prepare 
a study of the existing water treatment 
plant for the city. They will report to 
the Board a cost estimate to convert 
the present plant to a four million 
gallon per day facility, five million 
gallons per day, and six million gallons 
per day. Taylor noted that the capacity 
of the present plant is two million 
gallons per day, and that the peak 
capacity is 2.6 million gallons per day. 
The largest day of usage last summer 
was 2.3 million gallons per day. 
According to the engineers, a new 
facility could be built that would utilize 
equipment already in use at the plant. 
Ralph Ankrom was granted a water 
tap for property outside the city limits 
on Maple Ave. 
Rodger Graham was provisionally 
employed as a maintenance man in the 
water department. 
No action was taken regarding the 
employment of a lab technician and 
plant personnel at the sewage treat­ 
ment plant. 
The board authorized purchase of 
materials and supplies to be used at 
the sewage treatment plant. 
The Board will also prepare or­ 
dinances to advertise for bids for fuel 
oil and chemical supplies to be used at 
the sewage treatment plant next year. 
No action was taken on preparation 
of an ordinance for septic tank haulers 
and also, no action was taken on 
granting an amendment for the 


sewage treatment plant.

Connecticut 
Welfare Plan 
Creates Chaos 


HARTFORD, Conn. (AP) - First, 
allocate $1 million to help welfare 
mothers clothe their children for the 
winter. 
Second, set rules that distribute the 
money on a first come, first served 
basis, assuring grants for fewer than 
half the 93,000 welfare children in the 
state. 
You get one big scramble to be at the 
head of the line. 
On the first day for applications 
Monday, thousands of welfare mothers 
stood for hours in the cold and snow to 
apply for the $25-per-child emergency 
clothing checks at welfare offices 
around the state. 


Several people fainted in the cold or 
when crowds surged forward and 
jammed the doors, trying to get inside 
to file applications. Six were taken to 
the hospital in Hartford and at least 
five were injured in New Haven, where 
a window also was broken. 
“It certainly could have been better 
organized than this,” said Hartford 
Deputy Police Chief Neil Sullivan as he 
surveyed the milling crowd on the 
cordoned-off street. 


Roberta Lynch of West Hartford 
pointed to her 4-year-old daughter, 
Selena, and said: “She’s been crying 
for the past two hours.” Ms. Lynch 
said that after standing in line more 
than four hours, she was still 50 feet 
from the door. 
Last month a legislative committee 
approved rules proposed by the Social 
Services Department to put the 
General Assembly program into ef­ 
fect. At first, the suggestion was for $15 
grants. More families would have been 
helped, but some welfare groups said 
$15 would not do much good. 
So the department increased the 
grants to $25 per child, knowing that 
more than half the children would lose 
out. 


Later Monday, Gov. Ella Grasso 
ordered four state buses to be parked 
outside the Hartford office to serve as 
waiting areas for applicants forced to 
wait outside. Coffee and doughnuts 
were served by the American Red 
Cross.

NEW YORK (AP) - A teenager 
roared with laughter after jumping 
from a car he had just driven along a 
42nd Street sidewalk near Times 
Square, killing one pedestrian and 
injuring 12 others, police said. 
The careening auto, stolen Monday 
at gunpoint from a honeymooning 
Vermont couple, knocked victims into 
the air, the street and doorways before 
shearing off a fire hydrant outside a 
Kentucky Fried Chicken restaurant 
and stopping just west of Seventh 
Avenue. 
Witnesses said the driver, 19-year- 
old Harvey Collins of Manhattan, was 
set upon by an angry crowd before 
being rescued by police. 
He was charged with vehicular 
homicide, leaving the scene of an 
accident, auto theft and armed rob­ 
bery. 
, 
“I just lost control of the car,” police 
quoted Collins as saying. 
At least six ambulances rushed the 
injured to Bellevue, St. Clare’s and 
Roosevelt hospitals. 
Police said an unidentified young 
woman was in critical condition at 
Bellevue Hospital, but other victims 
were not seriously injured. 
The dead man was identified as R.A. 
Whitmore, 72, who lived at the nearby 
Hotel National on Seventh Avenue. 
“I couldn’t believe what I was 
seeing,” said Dennis Cavanaugh, a 
New York University law student who 
had just emerged from a subway at 
Eighth Avenue and 42nd Street. 
“People were flying up in the air like 
rag dolls with their arms and legs 
flopping. 
“It looked like he was actually trying 
to hit people,” Cavanaugh said. “The 
car was barreling along at 30 or 40 
miles an hour, swerving back and 
forth, hitting people as it went. Some 
flew eight or IO feet up in the air.” 
The owners of the car were Jerry 
and Marlene Jenkins of Burlington, Vt. 
They were married earlier Monday in 
Burlington and had driven here for 
their honeymoon.

In Putnam County, Herman Beek­ 
m a n 64,.of Milner City drowned when r 
the-ear he was attempting to get out of 
a sttw drift skidded into a pond near 
histiiome. 
Lorain authorities said the cold and 
snowy weather apparently was in­ 
directly responsible for the death of 
Frank Harris, 51, who was found in his 
burned-out car Monday morning. 
They said the Elyria man got to work 
early at the Thew Shovel Co. and 
apparently stayed in his car in a 
parking lot with the motor running to 
keep warm. 
Authorities said he may have lost 
consciousness. The car overheated and 
burst into flames, and firemen found 
Harris’ body after putting out the fire. 
Northern Ohioans from Cleveland to 
Toledo were digging themselves out of 
snow accumulations ranging from 
about six inches in eastern sections to 
more than IO indies in the northwest.

Murphy's Law Goes Am ok

NEW YORK - MURPHY’S LAW 
(origin unknown) is the principle that 
whatever can possibly go wrong will. 
Most of us are keenly aware of this 
principle, even though we know little of 
Murphy ; perhaps he was related to the 
Mrs. Murphy into whose chowder 
someone put the overalls. 
We are all aware that when we wash 
the car, it will rain. When we light a 
cigarette, dinner will be served in­ 
stantly. At the exact moment we step 
into the shower and lather our hair 
with shampoo, the phone will ring. 
These are but a few immutable 
truths - extensions of MURPHY’S 
LAW. There are hundreds more. 
Take, for example, the LAW OF 
SELECTIVE GRAVITY: An object 
will fall so as to do the most damage. 
(Jenning’s Corollary to this law: The 
chance of the bread falling with the 
buttered side down is directly 
proportional to the cost of the carpet.) 
And consider SCHMIDT’S LAW: If 
you mess with a thing long enough, it’ll 
break. 
Not to mention LEWIS’S LAW: No 
matter how long or how hard you shop 
for an item, after vou’ve bought it it 
will be on sale somewhere cheaper. 
And WEILERT LAW: Nothing is 
impossible for the man who doesn’t 
have to do it himself. 
Which is relevant to JONES’S LAW: 
The man who can smile when things go 
wrong has thought of someone he can 
blame it on. 
Such verities as these, along with 
some postulates, theorems, axioms 
and rules, have been compiled in a 
small paperback (also cheap: $2.50) 
titled "MURPHY’S LAW and other 
reasons why things go wrong,” written 
by a former car wash attendant and 
egg gatherer named Arthur Bloch. 
Bloch claims to have gathered 
together the laws and principles of the 
country’s 
most 
demented 
technologists, bureaucrats, humanists 
and anti-social observers - and there is 
little reason to doubt that claim. 
He has sorted his laws and principles 
into categories such as Murphology, 
Designsmanship, Machinesmanship, 
Researchmanship, 
Hieararchiology, 
Accountsmanship, etc., so that the 
reader - depending on his particular 
career field or interest - can quickly 
discover how screwed-up his life really 
is. 
As BOLING’S POSTULATE points 
out: If you’re feeling good, don’t 
worry. You’ll get over it. 
Say you’re a businessman. You will 
want to know O’BRIEN’S PRINCIPLE 
(THE $357.73 THEORY): Auditors 
always reject any expense account 
with a bottom line divisible by 5 or IO. 
It is well to remember, too, JOHN’S 
COLLATERAL COROLLARY: In 
order to get a loan you must first prove 
you don’t need it. 
And BRIEN’S FIRST LAW: At some 
time in the life cycle of virtually every 
organization, its ability to succeed in 


spite of itself runs out.

Could it be that I have an ulcer ten­ 
dency?

Dear Mr. B.: 
There is no relationship between the 
two. What caused one ulcer did not 
cause the other. 
An ulcer is a break in the surface of 
the skin or the mucous membrane that 
lines the mouth or any part of the in­ 
testinal tract. Ulcers can also occur on 
the cornea of the eye or on the leg. 
When an ulcer occurs anywhere, it 
forms a crater. The underlying tissue 
then becomes exposed, inflamed, and 
susceptible to infection. 
Ulcers of the legs may be due to 
varicose veins, circulatory problems, 
arteriosclerosis or injury. 
Phlebitis (inflammation of the veins 
of the legs) can prolong the healing 
time for ulcers of the legs. Patients 
with neurological conditions and 
diabetes are frequent candidates for 
ulcers of the legs. 
It is for this reason that extensive 
care must be given to an ulcer on the 
leg or foot. A condition, Buerger’s 
disease, is a special type of circulatory 
disorder. There is a known relation­ 
ship between tobacco and Buerger’s 
disease, and the ulcers that can result 
from it. 
Any ulcer or break in the skin must 
be treated early in order to prevent 
infection and complication. The 
elderly must learn to keep their feet 
scrupulously clean. The feet should be 
dried thoroughly and powdered often, 
to prevent friction and irritation.

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Biggest Chunk O f Food Dollar Elementary 
Goes For Unprocessed Items programs set Use The Classifieds

Americans still spend the biggest 
chunk of their food dollars for fresh, 
unprocessed items, despite the in­ 
creasing availability of convenience 
foods. 


That’s one of the findings of a U.S. 
Departm ent of Agriculture study 
based on surveys in d u cted by 
Supermarketing, a trade publication, 
in 1965 and 1975. 
The USDA looked at what happens to 
every $100 you spend on food. Here’s 
how the 1975 breakdown worked out: 
—Fresh, unprocessed foods (m ilk, 
cream, meat, poultry, seafood, nuts, 
eggs, vegetables and fru it): $45.75. 
—Mixes and mixtures, described as 
ready-to-eat or ready-to-heat: $19.98. 
—Foods like* bacon, m acaroni 
products and oils that are cured, 


frozen, canned, dried or only slightly 
refined: $17.31. 
—Modified products with sugar or 
some other minor ingredient added: 
$9.27. 
—Accessories like coffee, tea, cocoa, 
soft drinks and condiments: $7.69. 
When the figures were compared 
with 1965 statistics, the USDA found 
that the percentage of money spent on 
the first three categories — fresh 
foods, mixes and mixtures and frozen, 
canned, cured, etc. products — had 
decreased slightly over the decade. 
Spending for accessories increased 
slightly. 
The big increase came in the 
category of items like frankfurters, 
peanut butter and process cheese 
which are described the government 
as “ modified.” The share of the food 
dollar taken by these items increased 
ll percent from 1965 to 1975. 
Ohio Students Intellectual 
Equals Of Their Predecessors 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Ohio 
youngsters enrolling in colleges and 
universities are the intellectual equals 
of their predecessors in the early 1970s 
and score well above the national 
average in aptitude for higher 
education. 


That encouraging note was reported 
recently to the legislature’s Education 
Review Committee by Dr. Frank 
W alter, state superintendent for public 
instruction. W alter cited 1976-77 scores 
on the American College Testing 
Program (A C T ), taken by most 
college entrants, on which Ohio kids 
tallied 19.1, compared to an 18.0 
national average. 


“ Ohio has consistently been above 
the national average and the 1976-77 
scores were higher than in 1975-76,” 
W alter said. 


On the Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(SA T), Ohioans have scored at a 
relatively constant rate on the verbal 
portion, while the national scores have 
declined. 
The 
Ohio 
college-age 
youngster did better on the test than 
his younger brother or sister in 1972-73. 


“ Perhaps the best news is in the 
math scores on the SAT,” W alter said. 
“ The 1976-77 level of 506 is virtually the 
same as that of nearly a decade ago.” 


Even more significant, he said, was 
the sharp rise in Ohio math scores 
since 1971-72, again in the face of a 
national decline. 
“ Both the ACT and the SAT are 
considered accurate predictors of 
college v success,” 
W alter 
said. 
“ Youngsters who score as well as the 
average Ohio student should be able to 
function effectively in a college setting 
designed to continue the educational 
process.” 
Fine, you say, but what about a ll that 
talk of the need to get back to the 
basics in public schools; the almost 
legendary “ three Rs.” 


W alter readily concedes that “ ef­ 
forts still need to be taken to assure 
that all youngsters who graduate from 
the public schools have basic reading, 
w riting, computing and thinking 
skills.” 
He has appointed a Department of 
Education task force to help develop

competency program s,” in com­ 
pliance with recently-enacted state 
legislation. 
“ Our efforts are not to place blame, 
but to build bridges upon which im­ 
provem ent 
in 
the 
educational 
processes and achievement level of 
students can be based,” he said. 
Tentative recommendations call for 
multiple measures of performance, 
rather than a single competency test 
and acquisition of basic skills through 
a “ total school experience,” rather 
than a flat graduation requirement for 
high school seniors. 
The state task force also wants

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Here Is A Look Af The Billy Graham Organization 


EDITOR’S NOTE: 
Probably no 
evangelist is better known throughout 
the nation and throughout the world 
than the Rev. Billy Graham, friend of 
presidents and minister to millions. 
Here, in the second of a five-part 
series, is a look at the Graham 
organization.

Associated Press Writer 
MINNEAPOLIS (AP) - It is 8:15 
a.m., inside a two-block cluster of 
brick buildings on the edge of down­ 
town. Fifteen women pray at their 
desks. 
From a folder with a picture of 
praying hands on the cover, they are 
given letters — letters from a family 
whose mother is in surgery, from a 
couple having marital problems. 
For the next quarter of an hour, the 
women pray: for the mother, for the 
couple and, perhaps, for their em­ 
ployer, Billy Graham. 
Their devotions over, the women 
begin to open envelopes. Thousands of 
them arrive each day- Many ad­ 
dressed simply: 
Billy Graham, 
Minneapolis. A third of the letters ask 
for help or a prayer. Neafly all contain 
money. 
A recent batch of 30 letters shown to 
a visitor contained $149 — about $5 
apiece. The average donation is close 
to $10. 
Last year, the non-profit, taxexempt 
Billy 
Graham 
Evangelistic 
Association received $26.9 million in 
gifts. Total income of $28.7 million also 
included $1.4 million from estates and 
$359,000 in interest and other income. 
But it was largely the flood of small 
donations that paid to spread 
Graham’s — he would say Christ’s — 
message to convince thousands to 
become Christians, and once in the 
fold, to remain there. 
Broadcasting is a key element in the 
Graham ministry. 
The BGEA spent $27.7 million in 
1976. Of this, $8.8 million, or 32 percent, 
went for production and time on radio 
and TV. The “Hour of Decision” 
weekly 30-minute radio show is heard 
on 900 stations and three or four 
televised crusades are aired on 310 
stations each year. 
BEGA was set up because Graham 
decided to take his ministry on the air, 
a $25,000 venture for 13 weeks on the

ABC radio network in November 1950. 
“We didn’t know what to expect,” 
said George Wilson, BGEA executive 
president who has managed the non­ 
profit corporation from the beginning. 
Wilson drew up papers for a cor­ 
poration: “To transmit the Gospel of 
the Lord Jesus Christ by radio and 
television... by tracts, books and other 
publications ... by any and all other 
means.” He hired a secretary, rented 
a small office and waited for the 
mailman. 
More than 4,000 letters arrived that 
first month. The donations in the 
letters kept Graham on the air. 
In the next 27 years the corporation 
expanded into television, books, 
magazines and films. It now employs 
500 people around the world. 
According to a balance sheet filed 
with 
the 
Minnesota 
Securities 
Division, BGEA last year spent $10.4 
million, or 38 per cent of its budget, on 
“evangelism ministries.” Of that $5.6 
million went for mail handling, 
literature and crusades by eight 
associate evangelists. (Graham’s ll 
crusades a year are self-supporting.) 
Some $3.6 million of the “ministries” 
budget went to the World Evangelism 
and Christian Education Fund, 
basically a building fund established 
seven years ago. With cash assets of 
$23 million, this fund has already 
transferred $7 million to Graham’s 
alma mater, 
Wheaton 
College, 
Wheaton, 111. for a Graham Center for 
Communications. Another $8 million is 
earmarked for the graduate school to 
teach evangelists how to use modern 
mass media. The fund also owns 1,000 
acres of land near Ashville, N.C. which 
might be used for a laymen’s retreat 
center. 
Of the rest of the “ministries” 
budget, $942,000 went to Wheaton 
College, $209,000 to other religious 
organizations and almost $21,000 to 
other afffiliates. 
The BGEA balance sheet also 
shows: $2.5 million for foreign 
crusades and world emergencies, $2.8 
million for Decision magazine, $1.4 
million for administration and $1.5 
million for postage. 
The association mails IOO million to 
125 million pieces of mail a year, in­ 
cluding 25 million appeals for funds. 
Decision magazine is mailed to four 
million people each month. 
Graham’s salary of $39,500, is listed 
in a $248,000 item for officer and 
director salaries. 
A board of 26 businessmen, finan­ 
ciers, clergymen and lawyers guides 
BGEA. An executive committee, 
which meets every six weeks, keeps 
tabs on the budget. It is chaired by 
Allan Emery Jr., a director of Ser­ 
viceMaster Industries, Boston. Its 
treasurer is Robert Van Kampen who 
is a banking consultant in Santa 
Barbara, Calif. 
Associates say Graham, who carries 
the title of president, keeps in touch 


with the operation in Minneapolis. But 
Graham himself said at a news con­ 
ference that the board “handles the 
secular affairs and I give myself to 
preaching and writing. I don’t come to 
Minneapolis often, it’s so efficiently 
run.” 


Wilson, the man who runs the 
operation, is a 63-year-old former 
printer and Baptist preacher who also 
once owned a bookstore selling 
Christian works. 
As he guides a visitor through the 
BGEA headquarters, Wilson shows 
pride in his efficiences, in patented 
mailroom machines that keep U.S. 
Postal Service semitrucks busy at 
loading docks, or in a computer that 
maintains a mailing list of seven 
million names and a record of their 
donations and purchases. A squad of 
housewives is kept busy typing 50,000 
address changes a month. About 4,000 
names must be deleted each month 
after donors die. 
Four or five times each year, five 
million people on the “active” mailing 
list receive a plea for money, signed by 
Graham. 
“ We’re a spiritual organization 
trying to reach people with all the 
modern means of communication,” 
said Wilson. “ The fact that it takes 
money to do it is really a necessary 
item. The purpose is to reach as many 
people in as short of time as possible.” 
Some make contact with Graham in 
person. At a recent Cincinnati crusade, 
which drew 160,572 people over IO 
days, 7,075 persons came toward when 
Graham invited them to accept Christ, 
to be bom again. 
Each of the 7,075 was met by a 
counselor, who gave the “inquirer” the 
Book of John and a bible quiz. The 
counselor contacted the inquirer in a 
day, again in three days, and referred 
him to a church near his home. The 
inquirer also got a year’s subscription 
to Decision. 
The completed Bible quiz, mailed to 
Minneapolis, went to the “spiritual 
counseling” 
department, 
which 
weekly handles 16,000 letters requiring 
answers to specific questions. 
Large loose-leaf binders at IO desks 
contain hundreds of prepared answers 
compatible with Graham’s views. 
From these form paragraphs, a 
personal letter is dictated and typed. 
“ You read a thousand letters. 
They’ll fall into 30 to 40 categories. So 
we look at them and we try to get 
replies that will take care of these IO 
letters, or these 25 letters. And maybe 
the opening and closing paragraphs 
will be different. But we will use 
similar paragraphs for the main thrust 
of the letter,” said Wilson. 
About 2,000 letters each week need 
special handling and are given to a 


staff of ministers who dictate personal 
replies. 
The. first official look into BGEA s 
budget came only recently, after the 
State of Minnesota insisted on a 
balance sheet before approving the 
sale of a charitable annuity plan in 
Minnesota. 
Both Graham and Wilson are 
defensive about the financial questions 
raised in recent months. In an Oct. 26 
fund appeal Graham called them 
“Satan’s attacks” on his ministries. 
He told reporters: “ I think when 
people give to our association they 
trust that it’s being handled wisely and 
properly and invested for the ad­ 
vancement of the Kingdom of God, 
which all of it is.” 
Wilson, explaining the use of form 


letters, a computerized name list or 
the million-dollar figures on the 
association’s balance sheet, fears the 
image of a high-powered fund-raising 
machine. He especially doesn’t want 
the little guy, who provides 90 per cent 
of BGEA’s income, to think he can stop 
sending in his $10 donations. 
“ I would like to see the association’s 


organization really cut down some. I 
think we’ve gotten a little too large,” 
Graham told reporters who were 
questioning his finances. “ Maybe this 
is one of God’s ways of cutting it down, 
because I don’t think it would affect 
our ministry.”

(3) As the grain continues 
downward and passes the cooling chamber, air is drawn over 
the dry kernels to reduce grain temperature to a safe degree 
for storage. After proper cooling, the grain is moved by (4) 
the sweep assembly to the center discharged and (5) con­ 
veyed by auger out of the dryer.

Have Sailed 
In 4 Ships 
ROME (AP) — An Italian am­ 
bassador’s letter written in 1493 in­ 
dicates that Christopher Columbus 
made his first voyage to America with 
four ships rather than three as history 
records, Prof. Marinella Bonvini 
Mazzanti of Urbino University says. 
Mrs. Bonvini Mazzanti says the 
letter was written from Barcelona on 
March 9, 1493, by Annibale de Gen- 
naro, the ambassador of the king of 
Naples. It went to de Gennaro’s 
brother, the ambassador to the duchy 
of Milan, and the scholar said she 
found it in the archives of the Este 
family, which ruled in Modena then. 
According to history, Columbus’ 
first expedition in search of a west­ 
ward water route to the Far East 
consisted of three caravels, the Nina, 
the Pinta and the Santa Maria. But 
Mrs. Bonvini Mazzanti says de Gen- 
naro, in telling his brother about the 
explorer’s departure from Spain, 
wrote: 
“For the entreaties of one called 
Columba, it pleased the king that he 
should rig four caravels because he 
said he wanted to go across the Grand 
Sea and sail straight westward long 
enough as to reach the Orient since the 
world being round he could but make a 
turn and find the eastern part.” 
“Columbus returned aboard the 
Nina, followed by the Pinta,” said Mrs. 
Bonvini Mazzanti, a 36-year-old 
history professor, in a telephone in­ 
terview from her home in Senigaglia, 
near Urbino. 
“The Santa Maria was wrecked on 
Christmas Day of 1492 when Columbus 
left 40 men in a fort called ‘Navidad’ on 
the island of Hispaniola. The fourth 
ship remained behind with those in the 
fort.” 
She said there are references to this 
fourth ship being left behind in 
Columbus’ diary, although the diary is 
never precise about the number of 
ships, and in the report he sent to King 
Ferdinand’s treasurer from Lisbon on 
March 14,1493, IO days after he docked 
there on his return journey. But she 
said they were never interpreted as 
meaning he had departed with a fourth 
ship. 
“When Columbus returned to the 
fort on the next journey, he reported 
the men had been killed and 
everything had been destroyed. 
Obviously, the caravel also had been 
destroyed by the infuriated natives,” 
the professor said. 
She said the ambassador’^ letter Was 
based on Columbus’ report fjrom 
Lisbon to the Spanish monarch and 
Queen Isabella, and the envoy told his 
brother four times he had read it.

WASHINGTON (AP) - David K. E. 
Bruce, a veteran American diplomat 
who served in a variety of posts in­ 
cluding mainland China, died of a 
heart attack Monday at Georgetown 
University Medical Center. He was 79. 
The center issued a statement 
saying that Bruce was admitted to the 
hospital’s coronary care unit at IO p.m. 
EST Sunday and died at 2:10 a.m. 
Monday. 
Bruce had a long list of diplomatic 
credentials as he served under six 
presidents - from Harry S. Truman to 
Gerald R. Ford. In what amounted to a 
diplomatic grand slam, Bruce was the 
only American ever to serve as am­ 
bassador to Germany, France and 
Great Britain. 
Then-President Richard M. Nixon 
tapped him as the first head of the U.S.

mainland China warmed in 1973. 
Bruce’s previous Asian experience 
included an 18-month assignment as 
chief U.S. negotiator at the Vietnam 
peace talks at paris beginning in 1969, 
a job that brought him out of 
retirement.

Douglass, Dalton Share A Dream 
c a n c e r . . .

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WHEEUNG, W.Va. (AP) - l*on 
Douglass and Mark Dalton are a 
generation apart — but they share a 
dream. 
Both want to become country music 
headliners, to have their names in­ 
cluded with such stars as Johnny Cash, 
Mel Tillis and Marty Robbins. 
They shared the stage Saturday 
night during the 45th anniversary show 
of Jamboree U.S.A., the weekly five- 
hour broadcast on radio station WWVA 
here. 
For the 16-year-old Dalton of Central 
Clinton, 111., stardom seems to be 
within 
reach. 
Although 
singing 
professionally for less than four years, 
he already has been a regular on the 
Mel Tillis Show and has appeared on 
the Grand Ole Opry and the Dinah 
Shore Show. He’s also been named the 
Most Promising Male Vocalist of the 
Midwest by Country People Magazine. 
For Douglass, a native of Quad City, 
IU., now living in Wheeling, the dream 
is something that’s eluded him for 20 
years. 
The chase, he says, has included “a 
lot of hard times, a lot of good times.” 
Unlike Dalton, who travels with his 
parents, Douglass drives alone to most 
of his appearances. “I used to have a 
band,” he said, “but expenses eat you 
up.” 
And the road is not always easy. 
‘‘The bad times are not few and far 
between,” Douglass said. “I’ve had 
nights when I didn’t get paid. When 
you went home, you didn’t have rent. 
“One time, I ate crackers and cheese 
for three days in Miami, Fla.” he said. 
“I can remember when I couldn’t 
make my car payment. I had to take a 
damn bus.” 
At 38, Douglass appears to realize 
that time may be running out. He said 
there are thousands like him for every 
one Robbins or Cash. 


“If I could just get that monster 
record, I could do it,” he said, more, it 
seemed, to reassure himself than the 
others in the room. 
He knows the odds are against him. 
“Of the 300,000 records released this 
year, that’s a lot of records to get that 
one.” 


At times, the chase becomes a bitter 
one. 
“ Every guy in the business always 
thinks they’re better than the next 
guy,” Douglass said. “Here I am, 
bustin’ my butt, trying to get a hit 
record and some dude comes out of 
nowher;. They just got there before I 
did.” 
Douglass quit singing in 1970 
because of illness. But he could only 
stay away a year. 
“ I may have to drive a truck during 
the day, but I’ll still try to find a club to 
play in on the weekends.” 
He added, “You don’t care what 


you’re getting paid. You just want 
someone to like you. You eat it up. 
Money is not the glory. Ifs the 
applause when you go out on that 
stage.” 
Douglass said the dream keeps him 
going. But he said he wouldn’t en­ 
courage others to enter the com­ 
petitive field of country music. 
“There are too many people in the 
business who never make it,” he said. 
“They lose everything they got. They 
have a determination that’s just not 
meant to be.” 
Reflecting for a moment, he added, 
“I wasn’t smart enough to get out 
when times were bad.”

leprosy treatments throughout the 
world,” Jacobson said in a telephone 
interview. “There are few alternatives 
and they have serious side effects.” 


The military tests of dapsone were 
conducted primarily in the Central 
Highlands and the area known as I 
Corps, 
the 
five 
northernmost 
provinces of the republic. The par­ 
ticularly dangerous form of malaria, 
called plasmodium falciparum, was 
believed to be a threat in these areas. 


Most troops in Vietnam took a large, 
orange malaria pill known 
as 
chloroquine once a week. In addition, 
those in the test areas also took daily a 
small white pill, which contained 
dapsone. 


The Army spokesman said that prior 
to its use in Vietnam, the drug was 
approved as an investigational new 
drug 
by 
the 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Administration. This means the FDA 
approves it for experimental treat­ 
ment for a specific disease under 
controlled conditions. 


Wayne Pines, an FDA spokesman, 
said the only approved use of dapsone 
in the United States is in leprosy 
treatment. 
The development of dapsone in the 
early 1940s revolutionized treatment of 
the infectious, disfiguring and in­ 
curable disease by allowing victims to 
lead almost normal lives without being 
segregated for life in colonies.

The explosion occurred about 5:45 
p.m. in a building where the gelatin 
dynamite — described as a flexible 
dynamite — is packed. Nearly one- 
third of the company’s 450 employees 
were working at the time, according to 
the spokesman. 
Austin Powder Co. was involved in 
the production of military explosives 
during the Vietnam conflict. An ex­ 
plosion there in 1975 killed one person.

Musical Almost Blew Career 


CLEARWATER BEACH, Fla. (A P) 
— The wave of $2 and $3 million con­ 
tracts for baseball’s free agents 
strikes an ironic chord in the memory 
bank of Stan “The Man” Musial, who 
recalls that he almost blew his career 
over a $4,000 salary dispute. 
“ It was in 1947, my first and only 
holdout,” the St. Louis Cardinals’ Hall 
of Famer said over the weekend at one 
of his three luxury hotels where he was 
hosting the nation’s top men and 
women golfers in the Mixed Team 
Championship. 
“ The year before I was making 
$13,500 but owner Sam Breadon gave 
me a $5,000 raise in July — I hit .365 
that year when he won the pennant and 
beat the Boston Red Sox in the World 
Series. So when the next season came 
around I decided I ought to get a hike. 
“ I asked for $35,000. You would have 
thought I hit Breadon across the head 
with a baseball bat. He was a tough 
bargainer. He offered me $21,000. 
“ He said that was a $7,500 raise. I 
said it was only $2,500 because he 
wasn’t counting the $5,000 raise he 
gave me in midseason. We haggled for 
a month over it. I argued that guys like 
Joe DiMaggio and Ted Williams were 
getting $30,000 and $40,000. 
“ Finally, Eddie Dyer, our manager, 
stepped in. He asked would I com­ 
promise for $31,000. I was tired of 
arguing. I wanted to play ball. So I 
said, ‘Okay.’” 
Musial went on to play 22 years for 
the Cards, leading the National League 
in hitting seven times and three times 
being voted the NL’s Most Valuable 
Player. He was the first NLer to earn 
$100,000. He finished with a career 
batting average of .331. 
“ It staggers me to think of what 
DiMaggio, Williams, Bobby Feller, 
Dizzy Dean, Warren Spahn and Sandy 
Koufax might command on today’s 
market,” he mused. “ Double or three 
times what the guys are getting 
today.” 
“ Maybe $10 m illion?” someone 
suggested. 
“ Why not?” Musial replied. 
Successful hotel owner — his other 
establishments are in St. Louis and 


Miami — and now a vice president in 
the Cardinal organization, Stan the 
Man can look at baseball’s sudden 
salary boom from both angles. 
“ You know, Curt Flood was with us 
when he started challenging the 
reserve clause almost IO years ago,” 
the lean and youngish 57-year-old pride 
of Donora, Pa., said. “ He was before 
his time. Baseball was sacred — like 
mother and apple pie. 
“ Then the game started expanding. 
They built big, fancy stadiums seating 
60,000. Television poured in millions. It 
was only natural that players would 
demand their share.” 
Musial suggested that baseball 
perhaps could have avoided the sharp 
backswing of the pendulum if it had 
made gradual concessions to the 
players bound by the now-shattered 
reserve clause. 
“ I think agents serve a worthwhile 


purpose,” he said. “ I never had an 
agent. Fred Corcoran handled en­ 
dorsements and investments for me 
just as he did for Williams and Sam 
Snead but I did all my salary 
negotiations — head to head. 
“ Most ball players are not equipped 
— especially in today’s big money 
market — to do this. They’re not 
business men. They can’t protect their 
interests. With an agent, they can 
avoid a lot of animosity that turns up in 
salary talks.” 
Musial attributes today’s dearth of 
great hitters such as DiMaggio and 
Williams — he modestly omits himself 
— to the changing face of the game. 
“There used to be 200 regular players 
— now there are 400,” he adds. “ They 
are force fed into the majors. They 
don’t battle their way up through the 
minors the way we did. They can’t hit. 
They haven’t learned to go with the 
pitch and hit to the opposite field.” 
“ If I got a slider outside, I hit to the 
opposite field. An inside ball, I pulled it 
to right. For 22 years, I avoided hitting 
to center field. Any dunce knows that’s 
not good in golf.” 


MIAMI (A P) — “ Great,” said Don 
Shula. 
“Tough,” said Ted Marchibroda. 
The coaches of the Miami Dolphins 
and Baltimore Colts, respectively, 
spoke as they surveyed a newly- 
jumbled Eastern Division of the 
National Football League’s American 
Conference. 
The Dolphins tied Baltimore for the 
division lead with a 17-6 victory over 
the Colts Monday night on national 
television. 
Gritty defense, a costly Baltimore 
fumble and an electrifying 77-yard 
touchdown run by rookie fullback 
Leroy Harris made the difference for 
Miami. 
Harris, a fireplug back at 5-feet-10 
and 220 pounds, turned a short- 
yardage center plunge into a score 
halfway through the fourth quarter as 
Miami fought to maintain a 10-6 lead. 
It was the longest nm ever from 
scrimmage by a Dolphin. “ I was 
looking for a filling station to gas up,” 
said Harris, who gained 140 yards in 
the game. 
The Dolphins and Colts now have 
matching 9-3 records with two regular 
season games left. The New England 
Patriots are just a game back at 8-4 
and still have a shot at the division 
title. 
The Dolphins’ final opponents are 
the Patriots next Sunday in Foxboro, 
Mass., then Buffalo in Miami 
December 17. Baltimore plays at home 
against both Detroit and New England. 
Should Miami and Baltimore both 
win their remaining two games and 
finish 11-3, the Dolphins would be 
Eastern Division champions on the 
basis of a better record within the 


division — 7-1 to 6-2. 
The Patriots get a chance at both 
leaders in the next two weeks and 
could throw the race into a three-way 
tie at 1(M. In that case the Patriots 
would win the division because of a 3-1 
record against the other two teams, 
with Miami 2-2 and Baltimore 1-3. 
“ One of our great wins,” said Shula 
as he savored Monday’s victory. " I 
hope what we’ve done tonight is knock 
Baltimore out of it.” It was the first 
time in six games that Miami was able 
to stop the Colts. 
“ We’re in a good position now, even 
though it’s a short week of preparation 
for New England,” Shula said. 


Baltimore’s Marchibroda sighed, 
“ We’re not out of it yet. We still have a 
chance to win the division or to win the 
wild card. It’s just tough.” 
The Colts mustered only field goals 
of 32 and 27 yards by Toni Linhart in 
the first quarter, then were shut out by 
the Miami defense. 
Though Colts quarterback Bert 
Jones connected on 18 of 34 passes for 
189 yards, Baltimore’s potential go­ 
ahead drive in the third quarter stalled 
on a fumble. After directing his squad 
to the Miami 4, Jones handed off to 
fullback Roosevelt Leaks, who was hit 
and fumbled into the end zone. Miami 
cornerback Norris Thomas recovered.

Farmers Should 
Report Losses 
To FCI Office 


Farm ers carrying federal crop 
insurance are reminded that all loss 
notices for the 197/ crop year for both 
corn and soybeans must be filed within 
15 days after harvest is completed or 
by December IO, whichever is earlier, 
earlier. 
Even though many farmers have not 
completed corn or soybean harvest, 
the December IO notice of loss date 
must be followed. Therefore, farmers 
that could have losses on com and 
soybeans that are unharvested due to 
the wet weather should review their 
individual farm unit guarantees and if 
they have doubts as to whether or not 
their unit guarantees will be har­ 
vested, they should notify their in­ 
dividual county offices for probable 
losses on these units. 
Farmers should keep in mind that 
their harvest guarantees are based on 
quality production on soybeans and 16 
percent moisture com. 
Loss adjusters for the Federal Crop 
Insurance Corporation are currently 
finalizing claims on corn and soybeans 
throughout the Indianapolis regional 
office area which serves Illinois, 
Indiana, Ohio, Michigan, Erie County, 
Pennsylvania and New York. 
Final claims indicate that some 
soybean damage is evident and 
therefore quality adjustments on 
soybeans are being made in some 
cases. 
The moisture level in corn is also 
considerably higher than the 16 per­ 
cent moisture guarantee. Therefore, 
some farmers are finding added losses 
due to the > moisture reduction 
adjustment. 
If additional information is needed 
the insured should contact the Federal 
Crop Insurance Office serving their 
individual county crop insurance 
contracts.
